Notable Ceremony Occurs 
in Ancient Capital of 
Japan. 


YOSHIHITp TAKES 
THRONE FORMALLY 


Event is _ Duly Celebrated 
' in Every Section of 
the Empire. 


Tokio, Xov. 10.—Yoshiliito was con- 
firmed or consecrated Emperor of Japan 
in 
Kioto, the ancient 
capital, 
toclfiy. 
and in every 
city, town and villajie 
throughout the, empire, wheresoever, in- 
deed, a Japanese was to be found, llio 
event was celebrated in some 
litting 
manner. 
The Japanese call the eon- 
Becration "Oo Tairei,"' or the Great 
Ceremony, implying the greatest of all 
national ceremonies. 
When 
they are 
speaking English they refer to it as 
the coronation. 


The new sovereign neither subscribed 
to oaths nor took a hereditary crown 
upon his head. 
TNO clergyman, 
priest 
or archbishop ofTiciated as the inter- 
mediary between heaven and earth. 


Here the emperor himself is supreme. 
Here the coronation takes the form of 
announcing to the spiiyts of the im- 
perial ancestors that ho has formally 
Bucceeded to the emperorship, that he 
has come into posse,ssion of the three 
divine treasures, and that he has ac- 
tually 
ascended the "Tak'amikura" or 
imperial throne, and from the throne 
he announces to his subjects that he 
has been consecrated as emperor. 


No Break in Sovereignty. 


There is no break in the sovereignty 
over the Japanese empire. 
When thf 
Emperor 
Mutsuhito passed 
awav his 
Bon, Yoshihito—on July .30. 1 9 1 2 - i m - 
mediately^ acceded to the throne and 
duly 
acquired the sacred 
treasure».

Officials and clerks in the service of 
the government contributed one and a 
half per cent of their salary to present 
suitable gifts to the emperor and 
empress. 
The army gave a miniature 
field piece and tlie navy a miniature 
ship. 


Congratulatory lanterns were hung at 
every house in the empire. 
Thousands 
of betrothed have hastened their mar- 
riage so that it may occur during the 
auspicious year of coronation and be 
eanctiñcd by pro.sperity, health and joy. 


Prior to the commencement of to- 
day's ceremony an imperial messenger 
was dispatched here from the imperial 
headquarters in Kioto to announce the 
celebration of the coronation ceremony 
before the Korei-den, a shrine dedicated 
to the souls of the imperial predeces- 
sors, and the Shin-den, another shrine 
dedicated to the souls of the imperial 
ancestors in the ])rehistoric deity pe- 
riod. The ceremony before the shrines, 
which are located in the imperial pal- 
ace, was conducted in a solemn manner 
according to Shinto ritual by court offi- 
cials. 
Imperial messengers 
were also 
dispatched from Kioto on similar mis- 
sions to the great shrine at Ise and to 
the principal Shinto shrines throughout 
the country, where similar 
ceremonies 
were, performed this morning.

messengers to the perfectural 
shrines (there is a state shrine in each 
prov^ince) 
were represented by prefec- 
tura 1 governors.

South Bethlehem, Pa., Nov. 10.—Fire 
earlj' today almost completely destroy- 
ed the No. 4 machine shop of the Beth- 
lehem Steel company. 
Only the skele- 
ton of the big building is standing. Ma- 
chinery and war material in the buila- 
infi was said to be worth uiilliona of dol- 
lars. 


How the fire staited is not known. I t 
was discovered in what it known as ti'e 
boring mill section of the plant, among 
a'quantity of oil. 


The lire spread rapidly and soon v!'.^^ 
entire building was wrapped in flames. 
The fire dei)artment of the steel plant 
was called into action, as well as the 
departuicnt.s of the four 
neighboring 
town.-i, but tlicir 
efforts were 
mainly 
devoted to saving adjoining 
property. 
The value of the guns alone in tiie sho[) 
is said to have been several miiiion .lol- 
lars. 
There was about one thousand 
machines of difierent kind.s in the build- 
ing, which were worth from .$400,000 to 
$500,000 each,' to the total 
value of 
several million.s. 
The burned shop w a j 
250 feet wide, 700 feet long and four 
stories high. 
On these four floors 2,050 
men were employed in day and night 
shifts. In the neigliborhood of SOO men 
were a t work when the fire started and 
so rapidly did it spread that some eiii- 
ployes had to make 
their escape by 
means of ropes from the different iioor>." 


From workmen it was learned 
that 
the lire started among oil near the en- 
trance to the plant. 
This oil flows in 
conduits and is used to gather up flying 
chips which c.scaped in the operation of¡ 
gun boring. 
There was only a spark of 
fire at iirst, which some workmen sought 
to put out by water, then followed a 
mÍRlity flash and up leaped a flame as 
high as the structure, which seemed at 
once to envelop the whole of the biiiW- 
ing. 


Recently 
the burned 
building was 
rebuilt and expanded and equipped at 
a cost said to have been $^"1.000,000. It 
was given over to the manufacture of 
guns of various calibre 
for the United 
States, England 
and her allies, and 
some 800 of these guns were in process 
of manufacture when the fire broke out. 
The fire is said to have resulted from a 
spark from an electric light which e.x- 
iloded, falling into a pool of oil.

In announcing the re- 
sults today, Dr. Thomas H. Haines, di- 
rector of the bureau, declared the fam- 
il.y history already discovered was the 
basis of a record comparable to that of 
the notorious Jukes family, which has

familiar to sociologists for tho 
last forty years. 


The "Mengold" 
family—this is the 
fictitious 
name which ha^s been chosen 
for the newly traced clan of degener- 
ate men, women, 
and children—lives 
mainly in soutlieastern Ohio and lower 
Ohio river counties of West Virginia. 


Five g'enerations of the family have 
been charted, including 474 individuals. 
Definite data which has been 
secured 
on 261 of these 
show the following 
ewndition of degeneracy: 


Sixty 
members of the family 
have 
courtroom records, 15 have 
been in 
jail, 14 in the penitentiary, 9 in the 
iniirmary. 9 in children's homes, 6 in 
the workhouse, 2 in the girls' indus- 
trial 
home, 2 in the institution for 
feebleminded, and 1 in the boys' in- 
dustrial home. 


Seventy-.seven are immoral, 74 crim- 
inal in varj'ing degrees, 55 feeblemind- 
ed, 23 alcoholic, 12 public 
women, 7 
tubercular, 6 children 
adopted 
into 
other homes, 4 subject to epileptic fits, 
3 insane, and 3 tramps.

Paris, Nov. 10.—Aristide Briand, chief 
of the new war ministry of France, re- 
ceived the American newspaper corre- 
spondents in a body today inviting them 
to ask questions or make requests rela- 
tive to their work. 
The reception was 
held by the premier more for personal 
reasons than 
with the intention of 
granting an interview. 


"I have made a declaration for my 
colleagues and myself to parliament," 
said M. Briand. "and it would be banal 
to repeat it to j'ou." 
Then came a bom- 
bardment of questions on a wide range 
of subjects relating to the war to which 
the head of the government made un- 
hesitating 
replies. 
Asked 
regarding 
peace suggestions he said: 
"What are 
the pi>ace suggestions ? 
They are heard 
first in one country and then another, 
impersonal aiul impenetrable. 
They ir- 
ritate at the present stage of the war. 
I do not wish to consider them even to 
the extent of a public denial and rejec- 
tion. We can think of nothing but to 
drive forward to complète success by 
arms." 


Speaking with much feeling the pre- 
mier added: 
"Even to mention a peace 
by compromise or concession is to be 
untrue to those who are giving their 
lives a t the front." 


At another time when America was 
mentioned, INl, Briand declared: "The 
war has brought Americans much closer

French appreciate deeply the sympathy 
and good will of your countrymen. That 
perhaps is because every feeling is more 
intense now than in time of peace."

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Logansport and the Jitneys. 


Logansport has undertaken to deal with its. jitney bus problem 
in decisive fashion, the council passing an ordinance requiring regis- 
try of all public cars, the payment of a yearly license fee ranging 
from $100 to $200 for the right to operate, in addition to an indemni- 
fying bond of $10,000 as a protection to passengers in the event of 
accident. It is fairly well established, too, that the city can enforce 
such a regulation if it chooses to do so under the wide police powers 
granted city authorities under the "Indiana laws. It is likewise recog- 
nized that in many instances conditions are sufficient to provoke the 
cities to extreme measures in dealing with the problem. 


But from this distance it appears that Logansptfrt is overdoing 
what is plainly a good thing, and its attitude indicates a desire to 
drive the jitneys out of business altogether rather than to regulate 
them in the conduct of a business that is in itself doubtless legiti- 
mate enough. Presumably no license fee is demanded of other trans- 
portation concerns there, and to that degree the proposed law seems 
unfair. The essential in dealing with the jitney business is that there 
be a proper registry of drivers of public cars in order that they may 
be better kept under proper surveillance, and that there be adequate 
protection to those who ride in them. 


Accidents will be unavoidable at best, and they will be multi- 
plied so long as drivers are permitted "to pack ten people into a five- 
passenger car and travel at sufficient speed to overturn the cars 
when the crash comes. Reckless loading and reckless driving belong 
in -the same category of offenses. Neither should 'be condoned in 
^^rt Wayne. 


It was jiot given Attorney General Milburn to long enjoy the 
fi-uits of political triumph or the goal of official honors for which he 
had repeatedly and stronuoiisly striven.

Apropos of the opening of the Imnt- 
ing seaspn this week, it might be sug- 
gested that a man going hunting now

Hunting has become a complicated en- 
terprise. 
Three wild ducks 
-brought 
down with malice and aforethought by 
a doughty Arkansas hunter the otlier 
day challenged the attention 
of the 
supreme court of the United 
States. 
Inconspicuous, care-free birds of the 
air in life, in death they assume an 
importance out of keeping wkh their 
ornithological 
status. 
In the birds' 
hall of fame this trio of (iead ducks 
deserve a pedestal in the main gallery. 


The question 
involving the ducks 
concerns an interpretation of the fed- 
eral migratory bird law. 
The act that 
congress passed' at the behest of bird 
Idvers over the country does not har- 
monize in all instances with state laws 
covering the same object. 
Out of the 
conflict arises 
uncertainty. 
Hunters, 
as one critic declares, need a la^vyer, 
an ornithologist and an almanac with 
them when 
they 
go after game, lest 
they run counter to some law and find 
themselves in trouble. 


In order to bring the matter to an 
issue,' it is said, these three Arkansas 
ducks were sacrificed. 
Boldly and in 
open violation of the federal law, they 
were 
brought 
to 
earth. 
The case 
against the hunter has been taken up. 
The supreme court is to say just what 
force the migratory bird act has in 
such cases. 


Public sentiment backs any reason- 
able effort by state or nation to pre- 
vent the indiscriminate 
slaughter of 
bird life. A recent report by the fed- 
eral department of agriculture declares 
that the two years of the migratory 
bird law has seen a'remarkable revival 
of water fowls. It is to be hoped that 
nothing the supreme court may say 
will serve to weaken the effectiveness 
of the act.

fondants in cases r^rowins: out of the gar- 
ment worker.s .sti ike—lialf of them women 
—formed in Ihio 
Hod Carriers' liall, on

side.

through the garment factory district to 
the city hall, where all thoh- cases were 
scheduled

court.

no permit to parade had been obtained 
the police forced the march'MK to keep to 
the sidewalks

these on the streets through which they 
passed. 
When the marchers reaced the 
city hall they jammed the corridors.

Members of the press committee of 
the Federation of Labor composed of 
Clayton H. Johnson, Edward Miller and 
J. E. Wolf-issued a statement Wednes- 
day in ansAver to certain 
statements 
and editorials appearing in the local 
press bearing upon the present labor disr 
turbance in Fort Wayne. 
The state- 
ment follows: 


"Repeated attempts have been and are 
being made through the press to be- 
smirch the clean record of the 
labor 
unions of Fort Wayne. 
The statements 
are made by people either totally ig- 
norant of the laws, principles and work- 
ings of labor unions or are willful false- 
hoods. 


"Much has been said editorially about 
the outside labor agitator forcing him- 
self on a community of working people 
and calling these people on strike. Much 
of the same has appeared in the columns 
of the papers over the initials oi some 
person without teh courage of signing 
his name. 


"Every intelligent union man or other 
person knows that only members in good 
standing in the particular local lodge 
involved have a word to say as to when 
and where a strike shall be called. 
If 
the membership of the local is mad^ up 
of the men from various shops only the 
me® working in the shop involved have 
any voice or vote on the question of 
striking or not striking. 


No Outside Influence.' 


"To be quit-e plain In this whole mat- 
ter we want to say that we absolutely 
know that no outside 
influence 
was 
brought to bear toward getting the men 
and women working for the 
General 
Electric company at Schenectady to go 
on strike, but we do know that some 
influence was used that liad for its pur- 
pose the acceptance of the company's 
offer. 


"In connection with the street car 
controversy in this city time and again 
some irresponsible party has 
written 
articles for publication that are false 
and misleading and are either the prod- 
uct of some unenlightened mind or a 
mind so filled with prejudice that no 
sense of fairness can enter. 


Mr. Colgan Was Sent For. 


"We want to say that ]\rr. f!olgan, 
executive board member of the carmen's 
association, did not 
come into 
Fort 
Wayne of his own volition, but came 
at the invitation of local men some time 
after the carmen were organized and 
came for the same purpose that an or- 
ganizer or grand lodge officer of any 
fraternal organization might 
come to 
Foit Wayne under like circumstances — 
the installation of a new lodge or to in- 
Acstigate any troul)le the local lodge 
might bo in. 


"The question of jurisdiction is not 
raised because Mr. Colgan is a non- 
icsident alone, but because the plaintifT 
in the case is also a non-resident. 


"The Fort Wayne carmen and other 
union men would be only too glad to 
have all of their controversies settled 
at home by local men. 
The carmen 
])rcsontcd an agreement asking for local 
arbitration, but the traction company 
insisted in bringing in the utilities com- 
mission, a body of men with no lawful 
light to arbitrate matters of this kind 
and all non-residents of Fort Wayne, 
not in any way 
interested 
in 
Fort 
ANayne or* any of the citizens of Fort 
Wayne. 


Agreements Are Different. 


"We hlivc no desire to discuss the 
merits of the agreement entered into at 
Indianapolis, but do know that the al- 
leged agreement handed the Fort Wayne 
carmen is in no way similar to the In- 
dianapolis agreement. 
And above all 
else 
Mr. Colgan is not 
taking 
Fort 
Wayne money away with him, but the 
Amalgamated 
association 
is 
sending^ 
hupdreds of dollars into Fort Wayne 
aiul the Fort Wayne merchant is get- 
ting the benefit of this. 


"Furth.ermore, the merchant 
is 
al- 
ways the chief benefactor in any move- 
ment that brings more money to the 
workers. 
The worker will use the in- 
creased wage to buy a home, to better 
furnish it after bought, to get books 
that he may become a more intelligent 
citizen and in every way bring peace, 
happiness and jlrosperity to a commu- 
nity.

The labor union asks that all old 
employes be taken back in a body and 
not individually; that the Fort Wayne 
& Northern Indiana Traction company 
agree to a local board of arbitration, 
and then if either the company or em-

service commission, that board's decision 
to be final-and acceptable to both par- 
ties, and third, the traction company is 
willing to take the former

The Allen county grand jury fdi t^er 
November term of the circuit^ court has 
been summoned 
by

Monday to begin an -inquiry into the 
murder of Patsy Barbo by Pietro Mar- 
ello, who shot Barbo during a drunken 
brawl at Hoagland avenue and Melita 
streets laçt Sunday afternoon. 


Barbo died shortly after 7 o'clock 
Tuesday evening at St. Joseph' hospital, 
his death, Hhough not unexpected, com- 
ing very 
suddenly. 
Barbo 
was shot 
through the abdomen by a bullet from 
Marello's revolver 
and 
his intestines 
were perforated in several places. 
• An 
operation for 
intestinal 
resection had 
been performed by Police Surgeon J. 
Frank Dinnen and 
Dr. 
C. C. Kimmel, 
Sunday evening, soon after the shoot- 
ing, as the only chance of saving thé 
man's life, but the surgeons held out 
no hope that he was likely to recover. 


Barbo's nurse had left his bedside 
about 7 o'clock, the wounded man at the 
time seeming as well as at any tim«. 
When she returned a feAv minutes latér 
he was in the throes, of death and ex- 
pired soon ~ after. 


The murder was the outgrowth of a 
drunken fight by Italians Sunday after- 
noon, when Morello says Barbo and sev- 
eral of his relatives attacked him and 
that he shot in self-defense. 
After 
the shooting Morello fled and escaped 
from the city on a Nickel Plate train, 
from which he was taken by the train 
crew at Knox, eighty-two miles west of 
Fort Wayne, 
earh' 
Monday morning, 
and turned over to the officers at Knox. 
The Fort Wayne police were notified of 
the arrest of the gunman and Police 
Caj)tain Richard Kelly and Patrolman 
Walter Kavanaugh at once started for 
Knox by^ automobile, returning Monday 
afternoon with Morello.

Logansport 'and the Jitneys. 


THE HUNTING SEASON. 


Logansport has undertaken to deal with its jitney hus problem 


in decisive fashion, the council passing an ordinance requiring regis 
try of all public cars, the payment of a yearly license fee ranging 
from $100 to $200 for the right to operate, in addition to an indemni 
fying bond of $10,000 as a' protection to passengers in the event o 
accident. It is fairly well established, too, that the city can enforce 
such a regulation if it chooses to do so under the wide police powers 
granted city authorities under the Indiana laws. It is likewise recog- 
nized that in many instances conditions are sufficient to provoke the 
cities to extreme measures in dealing with the problem. 


But from'this distance it appears that Logansport is overdoing 


what is plainly a good thing, and its attitude indicates a desire to 
drive the jitneys out of business altogether rather than to regulate 
.them in the conduct of a business that is in itself doubtless legiti- 
mate enough. Presumably no license fee is demanded of other trans- 
portation concerns there, and to that degree the proposed law seems 
unfair 
The essential in dealing with the jitney business is that there 


be a proper registry of drivers of public cars in order that they may 
be better kept under proper surveillance, and that there be adequate 
protection to those'who ride in them. 


Accidents will bo unavoidable at best, and they will be multi- 


plied so long as drivers are permitted to pack ten people into a fivc- 
' passenger car and travel at sufhcicnt speed to overturn the cars 


ivhen the crash comes. Reckless loading and reckless driving belong 
In the same category of offenses. Neither should be condoned in 
Fort Wayne. 


It was not given Attorney General Milburn to long enjoy the 


fruits of political triumph or the goal of official honors for which he 
had repeatedly and strenuously striven. Death claimed him with 
his official term little more than fairly begun, and his friends and 
physicians express the belief that his death was in no small measui-e 
due to his exertions as a campaigner in the three efforts made be- 
fore success was his, and in the close application to the duties of his 
position after he had attained it.

Harry II. Hitgemann to convene next 
.Monday to begin an inquiry iuto the 
murder of Patsy Barbo by 1'ietro Mar- 
ello, who shot Barbo during a drunken 
brawl at Hoagland avenue und Melita 
streets last Sunday afternoon. 


Barbo died shortly after 1 o'clock 


Tuesday evening at St. Joseph hospital 
his death, though not unexpected, cuuit 
ing very suddenly. 
Barbo 
was shut 


through the abdomen by a bullet from 
Manello's revolver 
and 
his intestines 


were perforated in several places. 
An 


operation for intestinal 
resection had 


been performed by Police Surgeon J. 
Frank Dinnen and Dr. C. C. Kiininel, 
Sunday evening, soon after the shoot- 
ing, as the only chance of saving the 
man's life, but tlje surgeons held out 
no hope that he was likely to recover. 


Barbo's nurse bad left his bedsiue 


about 7 o'clock, the wounded man at the 
time seeming as well as at any tini'r. 
\Viicn she returned a few minutes later 
he was in the throes of death and ex- 
pired soon tfftor. 


The murder was the outgrowth of a 


drunken light by Italians Sunday after- 
noon, when Morello says B;irbt> and sev- 
eral of his relatives attacked him and 
that he shot" in self-defense. 
After 


the shooting Morcllo fled and escaped 
from the city on a Nickel Plate train, 
from which he was tnken by the train 
crew at Knox, eighty-two miles west of 
Kort \V;tyne.

and turned over to the officers at Knox.

Famous Overland Line of 


Europe to Orient is 


Prize Sought. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. ..—"Most 


important of the ways along which in- 
vasion is now being pushed, is that fol- 
lowed by tlie Oriental railway connect 
ing Belgrade with Constantinople, the 
famous Balkan route which the cen- 
tral powers are endeavoring to seize 
and maintain," begins a primer on war 
geography, issued today by the Na- 
tional Geographic society. 
"This way 


follows the Morava valley 
to 
Nish, 


where it branches through an irregular 
lowland through the hills to Sofia, the 
Bulgarian capital, and thence takes its 
course along the valley of tho Maritza, 
through central Bulgaria, to Mustafa 
Pasa and Adrianople, whence, running 
south and cast, it crosses tho Maritza. 
and follows a well protected 
course 


through the center of European Turkey 
to Constantiniple. 


"The only link in this famous over- 


land route of Europe's to the Orient, 
which is not under the control of the 
allies of the central powers, is that 
within Scrvia. 
This link represents a 


stretch of about 175 miles, being about 
125 miles from Belgrade to Nish anl 
about 40 miles' from Nish to the Bui- 


frontier.
